A piracy on a junk; which was 
alleged to have occurred on Janu- 
ary 29, 1927, off Tai-O, was recalled 
yesterday afternoon when a Chin- 
ese was charged at the Central Ma- 
gistracy with having been concern- 


ed in tha ‘affair. © This, ‘it was atat-|. 


ed ‘by the. prosecution,, was the 
second arrest, the first being in 
1928 : 
__The pirated vessel was a fishing 
junk which had sailed out of Macao. 
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As soon as it got into Chinese 


waters it was followed by another! | 


junk, Nothing happened until 
they were near a place called Fan 
Lau Point, which is off Tai-O, and 
about e mile from.,British water, 
Then the second junk opened fire 
on the leader with rifles and one of 
the fokis was wounded. The crew 
of the fishing junk were ordered to 
lower sails and did so, and the 
pirate craft came alongside. Threa} 
[men boarded the fishing junk, two 
urmed ‘with rifles and” another’ with! 
a Weapon regembling a dagger. 
Taken As Captives. 
The: pirates held the crew of the. 


* | fishing. junk as captives, and dis-' 


covering the wounded foki in the 
hold, apparently dead, they. threw. 
him into the sea. Both junks were 
then sailed to Sanchow, In Samshui 
district.
